Dr.  C.  K.  Clarke,  Siiperintendent,  Toronto  General  Hospital: 

Dear  Sir,- — I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  thirty-third 
report  of  the  School  for  Nurses,  Toronto  General  Hospital,  for  the 
year  ending  September  30th,  19L5. 

The  nursing  staff  enrolled  at  date  is  as  follows: 

Day  assistants 2 

Night  Supervisor 1 

Instructress 1 

Assistant  Night  Supervisors 2 

Day  Supervisors  of  special  departments 4 

Graduate  Head  Nurses 23

The  nursing  staff  does  not  include  probationers  as  the  second 
section  of  the  Junior  Class  does  not  enter  until  October  4th,  1915. 
The  number  of  nurses  on  special  duty  with  private  patients  has 
averaged  thirty-one  daily  throughout  the  year. 

Senior  Class,  1916. 

Numbered  at  acceptance,  79;  resigned,  9;  leave  of  absence  for 
illness,  1;  disqualified,  5;  remaining,  64. 

Intermediate  Class,  1917. 

Numbered  at  acceptance,  78;  resigned,  5;  disqualified,  1;  remain- 
ing, 72. 

Junior  Class,  1918. 

First  section:  numbered  at  acceptance,  28;  remaining,  28. 
Second  section:  does  not  enter  until  October  4th,  1915. 

Applications  received  for  admission  to  the  School  for  Nurses 
numbered  1,932.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  School  is  attracting 
women  of  education  and  ability,  making  it  possible  to  gradually 
raise  the  standard  of  education  for  admission  to  the  School. 
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The  Graduating  Exercises  were  luld  May  20ili,  1915,  at  which 
forty-one  pupils  were  ^aadualed.  Three  scholarships  and  two 
prizes  were  awarded  as  follows: 

Sfniur  Year — Tho  Dr.  James  F.  W.  Ross  Scholarship  for  General  Proficiency, 
Anu'iia  Owens;  The  H.  A.  Bruce  Scli(»larshi|)  for  Proficiency  in  Operating  Room 
Teclini(iue.  Florence  H.  Uolson;  The  R.  L.  I'alterson  Prize  for  Highest  Standing 
in  Kxaininations,  Florence  H.  Dolson;  The  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hamilton  Prize  for  Neat- 
ness in  Room,  Jean  L  rquhart. 

Intermediate  Year — The  Arthur  McCollum  Memorial  Scholarship  for  General 
Proficiency,  Annie  Hodgins. 

The  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  puj^ils  is  due  largely  to 
the  careful  physical  examination  of  pupils  at  the  end  of  the  pro- 
bation period  before  they  are  accepted  into  the  School.  We  wish 
to  express  our  gratitude  to  Dr.  Norman  Yellow  lees  for  his  pro- 
fessional services  to  the  School  until  he  left  for  active  service  and 
since  that  time  to  Dr.  George  S.  Young  for  his  care  and  daily 
supervision. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  P.  C.  Larkin  the  Senior  Class 
attended  the  lecture  course  in  Medical  Social  Service  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  and  this  course  has  been  established  in  the 
curriculum  as  part  of  the  senior  >ear  lecture  course.  It  has  proved 
a  very  valuable  addition  to  the  pupils  training  as  it  gives  a  know- 
ledge of  the  broad  field  in  public  welfare  work  opening  to  nurses 
and  enables  them  to  choose  more  intelligently  the  branch  of  nursing 
which  the\'  wish  to  follow. 

The  present  war  has  given  the  nursing  profession  an  oppor- 
tunity f(}r  helpful  service  to  humanity  and  we  are  proud  to  report 
that  forty-nine  of  the  Graduates  of  this  School  are  somewhere  in 
the  War  Zone  on  active  service. 

We  wish  to  make  special  mention  of  the  time  given  by  members 
of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  staf^  in  lecturing  to  the  pupils  and  to 
express  our  grateful  appreciation. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  Superintendent  and  Officers  of  the  School  for  support  and 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.

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THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  success  of  this  department  grows  every  day,  and  the 
work  being  done  in  the  different  branches  is  of  the  utmost  import- 
ance to  the  community.  As  for  the  Hospital  itself,  it  may  be  said 
that  upon  the  development  of  social  service  depends  the  advance- 
ment of  the  institution,  and  as  time  goes  on  this  will  become  more 
and  more  apparent.  As  long  as  relief  work  was  considered  the 
chief  function  of  the  department  little  advance  was  made,  but  now 
that  the  nurses  are  sufficient  in  number  to  delve  into  the  social 
conditions  which  develop  and  perpetuate  disease,  results  are  be- 
ginning to  show.  This  is  nowhere  more  apparent  than  in  the  Psy- 
chiatric Clinic,  where  history  has  been  made  with  astonishing 
rapidity.  The  results  of  the  investigations  carried  on  there  will 
be  far-reaching,  not  only  locally  but  elsewhere,  as  attention  is  being 
directed  from  all  quarters  to  the  discoveries  being  made.  These 
discoveries  would  have  been  impossible  without  the  aid  of  social 
service.  Now  that  the  Department  has  more  than  justified  its 
existence  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  those  who  have  stood  so  splendidly 
by  us  in  times  of  stress  and  doubt  will  still  continue  to  aid  in  further 
developments. 

It  is  expected  that  such  an  important  question  as  industrial 
diseases  will  occupy  attention,  and  in  other  lines  aid  given  to  the 
greatest  of  all  departments  in  Medicine, — that  is  Preventive 
Medicine.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  it  is  just  as  important 
from  the  hospital  standpoint  to  prevent  disease  as  to  cure  it,  and 
just  here  the  Social  Service  finds  one  of  its  greatest  functions. 

To  the  generous  people  w^ho  have  furnished  funds  and  yet  have 
felt  that  they  were  kept  too  much  in  the  background  where  actual 
work  was  to  be  done,  we  might  say  that  they  have  somewhat  mis- 
understood the  real  position  of  affairs.  It  goes  without  saying  that 
the  greater  part  of  the  delving  must  be  done  by  trained  workers 
who  not  only  understand  their  problems  but  can  devote  their  whole 
time  to  it.  In  this  way  alone  can  the  results  aimed  at  be  achieved. 
There  is  work  for  all,  though,  and  if  the  present  system  does  not 
suit  all,  a  better  method  of  co-operation  between  patron  and  worker 
must  be  devised.  After  all,  those  who  provide  the  sinews  of  war 
are  not  the  least  important  part  of  the  organization,  which  could 
not  exist  without  them. 

The  good  done  in  the  community  should  be  reward  enough  to 
all  enthusiastic  members  of  the  Social  Service  Association,  but  if 
there  are  those  who  wish  to  do  more  than  they  are  doing,  outlets 
for  their  energies  may  no  doubt  be  found.

At  the  Conference  of  Charities  and  Corrections  held  in  Balti- 
more in  May  it  was  apparent  that  the  problem  of  health  per- 
meated each  section.  This  large  body  of  social  workers  realized 
the  important  place  that  health  takes  in  all  social  problems. 

The  responsibility  for  the  health  of  our  city  is  upon  the  shoulders 
of  the  Department  of  l\iblic  Health,  the  private  physicians  and 
the  hospitals.  If  efficient  service  is  rendered  many  social  problems 
would  be  sol\-ed.  Indifference  to  the  plnsical  health  of  the  people 
is  shown  by  not  {)roviding  the  indi\idual  with  proper  nourishment 
to  sustain  the  body,  b>'  lack  of  proper  housing  conditions  and  by 
carelessness  in  regard  to  preventable  diseases.  IndifTerence  to  the 
mental  health  of  the  people  is  shown  by  allowing  the  insane,  the 
feeble-minded  and  the  alcoholic  to  mingle  with  the  normal  and  to 
be  judged  by  the  same  standards  as  the  normal.  Indifference  to 
the  moral  health  of  the  people  is  shown  by  allowing  a  stream  of 
disease  and  degeneracy  to  spring  up  where  there  should  be  strength 
and  power. 

Our  Hospital  as  one  unit  in  the  city  bearing  this  responsibility 
must  render  efficient  service  to  the  community  by  doing  well  the 
work  that  has  been  undertaken.  As  a  branch  of  the  Hospital  the 
Social  Service  Department  is  an  additional  effort  to  render  such 
service,  and  no  hospital  is  at  its  highest  point  of  efficiency  that  does 
not  recognize  the  need  for  such  a  socializing  influence  to  create  a 
zeal  for  communit\'  welfare. 

It  is  right  here  that  we  must  not  mistake  our  office  as  an  off- 
shoot of  a  hospital,  and  it  is  here  that  much  misunderstanding  has 
come  in  Toronto  in  regard  to  Hospital  Social  Service.  Our  re- 
sponsibility to  the  community  is  a  health  responsibility.  We 
have  no  right  to  intrude  in  the  field  of  other  social  workers  while 
there  is  such  unlimited  scope  for  our  own  work. 

The  entrance  to  the  public  wards  of  a  hospital  is  through  the 
many  doors  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  the  egress  from  it 
should  be  through  the  same  doors.  At  each  door  should  be  a  social 
worker  who  would  be  responsible  to  the  physician  for  the  perma- 
nency of  the  cure. 

This  can  only  be  accomplished  by  systematic  follow-up  work. 
A  social  worker  in  e\cry  Clinic  to  keep  in  touch  with  each  patient, 
to  re{K)rt  pnjgress  and  to  pro\ide  the  necessary  means  of  retaining 
health  is  the  onl\-  method  b>-  which  a  permanent  improvement  or 
cure  can  l>e  effected.  The  efficiency  of  the  hospital  plant  should 
be  tested  as  the  business  man  tests  the  efficiency  of  his  business. 
If  the  physical  improvement  resulting  from  medical  care  given 
within  the  hospital  is  not  permanent  the  patient  returns  time  after 
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time.  An  unnecessary  repetition  of  the  original  care  and  expense 
occurs  which  cannot  be  termed  either  hospital  or  business  efficiency. 

We  cannot  be  a  relief-giving  association.  During  the  year  there 
were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  hundreds  of  public  ward  patients  and 
each  patient  represented  an  average  or  a  poor  home.  Had  we 
given  public  relief  we  would  have  been  another  agency  giving  in- 
adequate relief  and  would  have  added  our  quota  to  the  pauperiz- 
ation of  the  weaker  citizens  of  Toronto.  The  relief-giving  agencies 
of  the  city  are:  House  of  Industry,  Toronto  Relief  Society,  St. 
Andrew  Society,  St.  George  Society,  Irish  Benevolent  Society, 
Catholic  Charities,  Hebrew  Relief  Association,  the  missions,  the 
innumerable  churches,  the  lodges  and  private  individuals  who 
desire  to  be  their  own  donors.  An  effort  to  centralize  all  this  worthy 
giving  is  being  made  by  the  Social  Service  Commission  of  the  city 
through  the  Neighbourhood  Workers'  Association;  but  the  work 
is  as  yet  in  its  infancy  and  the  waste  and  harm  being  done  by  all 
these  agencies  trying  to  do  their  own  charity  work  is  inestimable. 
If  we  could  have  the  City  Charity  take  care  of  the  inevitable 
pauper  and  a  Charity  Organization  Society  for  constructive  uplift 
work,  we  would  stop  overlapping  and  the  degradation  of  the  people. 

The  positive  side  of  our  work  in  this  connection  would  be  to 
furnish  to  these  organizations  the  medical  opinion  that  would 
enable  the  worker  to  deal  intelligently  with  the  family.  I  have 
known  of  an  incurable  heart  case  being  asked  to  hammer  stone 
at  the  House  of  Industry  for  groceries  for  his  children.  This  man 
was  found  a  few  months  later  dead  in  his  yard  while  his  wife  was 
earning  a  living  for  them  all.  To  report  of  another  that  he  is  lazy 
and  perfectly  able  to  work  and  support  his  family,  to  come  to  the 
rescue  of  a  feeble-minded  man  and  woman  whom  our  laws  and  our 
society  allowed  to  marry  and  tell  the  agencies  that  the  city  would 
have  to  take  the  responsibility  of  supporting  the  growing  family 
until  we  become  wise  enough  to  furnish  intelligent  care  for  the 
feeble-minded. 

The  one  exception  to  the  refusal  for  financial  relief  in  the  homes 
is  that  of  the  necessary  surgical  supplies  ordered  by  the  physician 
to  perfect  the  cure  as  far  as  possible  such  as  artificial  limbs,  glasses, 
braces,  plates  for  fallen  arches,  elastic  bandages,  abdominal  binders, 
etc.,  and  there  should  be  a  special  fund  for  such  purposes.

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V\..\\  OF  WORK 

Our  Staff  this  year  consists  of  Head  Worker,  3  workers  in 
charge  of  special  branches,  4  pupil  nurses  taking  three  months' 
course  each,  a  secretary  and  3  nurses  from  the  Social  Service 
Class  of  Ihiiversily  of  Toronto  who  arc  taking  field  work  with  the 
Department. 

The  nurse  in  charge  is  in  the  office  in  the  morning  assigning 
the  work  of  pupil  nurses  and  students,  receiving  reports,  taking 
care  of  office  calls  and  co-operating  with  other  organizations;  in 
the  afternoon  doing  special  work  in  wards  and  going  with  pupils  to 
special  cases.  Among  her  duties  is  the  care  of  the  convalescent. 
In  connection  with  any  large  hospital  there  should  be  a  Convalescent 
Home  under  public  or  private  auspices  where  the  patients  may 
receive  necessary  care  while  convalescing,  thus  relieving  the 
hospitals  and  minimizing  expense.  In  Toronto  there  are  fourteen 
beds  for  women  only  in  the  Con\'alcscent  Home  on  Bathurst 
Stree:,  therefore,  the  hospitals  must  either  keep  the  patients  at 
hospital  rates  or  discharge  them  to  homes  where  return  to  work 
is  nearly  always  imperative  and  many  so-called  cures  become  cases 
of  permanent  invalidism.  The  government  has  found  it  possible 
to  provide  convalescent  care  for  our  returned  soldiers;  perhaps 
when  the  war  is  over  some  effort  along  the  same  line  may  be  made 
for  the  ci\il  population. 

The  aged  and  incurables  are  serious  problems  to  our  Hospital. 
Many  are  not  eligible  to  Hospitals  for  Incurables  and  are  not 
desired  in  the  House  of  Refuge;  often  they  are  without  friends. 
These  take  considerable  thought  and  work  to  place  where  they 
would  be  most  comfortable  or  to  persuade  friends  to  assume  the 
responsibility.  The  aged  left  on  our  hands  have  to  be  fitted  into 
institutions  like  marble  in  a  piece  of  mosaic  work.  Legally  children 
are  not  responsible  for  parents  and  when  senility  approaches  the 
hospital  is  the  coincnient  dumping  ground  for  the  useless  members 
of  the  family. 

The  general  work  is  more  or  less  irregular,  relieving  to  some 
extent  indi\idual  burdens  but  always  with  feelings  of  despair 
because  no  definite  constructixe  work  can  be  done.  It  is  the 
specialized  work  whiih  makes  the  nurses  more  interested  because 
this  work  is  construcli\e  or  [)re\"enti\'e. 

These  branches  are: 

1.  Pre-natal  work. 

2.  The  social  problems  invoKcfl  in  unmarried  maternity  cases. 

3.  The  Mental  cases  including  Incipient  Insanity,  Feeble- 
Minded,  Alcoholic,  Drug  Habits,  Attempted  Suicides,  Unemployed 
due  to  Mental  Defect. 
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The  Pre-natal  Work 

Our  pre-natal  work  began  with  the  opening  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department  at  the  new  Burnside.  Recognition  of  a  broader 
hospital  responsibility  came  with  the  new  building  with  its  greater 
facilities  and  larger  accommodation. 

At  the  same  time  the  Golden  Rule  Guild  gave  us  our  social 
worker  and  made  possible  the  follow-up  work  from  this  Depart- 
ment of  the  Hospital. 

It  is  a  wonderful  education  for  the  young  nurse  to  go  to  these 
homes  and  study  the  racial  characteristics  and  home  environment 
of  these  people  in  the  months  before  the  baby  is  born.  The  Italian 
with  little  conception  of  home  comforts,  used  in  Italy  to  out-door 
life,  settling  in  our  poorer  districts,  has  to  be  told  everything  that 
is  needed  for  a  Canadian  baby — the  poorly  kept  Jewish  home  where 
the  baby  is  nearly  always  welcome — the  English  or  the  Scotch 
home  where  the  mother  perhaps  is  struggling  on  alone,  for  very 
often  at  this  time  the  worthless  father  is  away. 

In  the  midst  of  these  darker  visions  is  the  happy  though  poor 
home  of  the  industrious  working  man  whose  thrifty  wife  has  every- 
thing clean  and  prepared.  These  latter  keep  the  nurses'  faith  in  a 
better  balance. 

Our  effort  is  to  make  the  patients  understand  the  physician's 
instructions,  to  carry  them  out  in  the  homes  and  to  see  that  the 
homes  are  made  as  suitable  as  possible  for  the  new  life. 


The   Socl\l    Problems   involved   in    Unmarried    Maternity 

Cases 

For  two  years  now  our  social  worker  has  been  acquiring  know- 
ledge of  the  many  phases  of  this  very  old  problem.  She  has  learned 
that  the  ability  to  place  the  responsibility  where  it  rightly  belongs 
is  the  key  note  to  the  situation. 

The  cases  classified  as  insane,  feeble-minded  and  moral  per- 
verts are  not  subjects  for  moral  reform  but  for  kindly  protection. 
The  responsibility  for  these  lies  at  the  door  of  an  uneducated  or 
unheeding  society. 

Of  the  462  women  confined  at  Burnside  during  the  year  129 
were  unmarried.  Only  35  came  as  Clinic  cases  for  pre-natal  care. 
Many  came  in  their  last  extremity  seeking  shelter,  staying  with  us 
the  last  weeks  and  finding  in  our  worker  an  unexpected  friend. 

In  no  other  work  does  the  intensive  study  of  the  individual 
count  so  vitally  as  in  tJiese  cases. 
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The  plan  of  caiiipai^ii  is  usually  as  fi)llo\vs:  Learn  the  physical 
and  mental  status  ol  patient;  study  home  conditions  and  environ- 
ment; obtain  knowledge  of  the  paternity  of  the  child,  his  mental 
status  when  possible;  his  willingness  to  support  the  child,  if  he  is 
unwilling  the  tedious  resort  to  the  Juvenile  Court  and  the  Morality 
Department,  with,  in  most  cases,  unsatisfactory  results  because, 
as  yet,  the  law  courts  are  unsocializcd  and  the  judges  prone  to 
follow  routine. 

But  while  the  Courts  are  discouraging  we  find  that  a  direct 
appeal  to  individuals  in  high  authority  very  seldom  meets  with 
failure — to  the  strong  and  worthy  the  appeal  for  justice  for  the 
weak  meets  with  a  (juick  response.  Thus  are  we  hopeful  of  our 
present  ciNili/ation  because  we  sec  among  men  and  women  the 
beginnings  of  belief  in  the  single  standard  of  morality  and  the 
pui)lic  conscience  awakening  to  the  menace  of  the  feeble-minded 
and  the  moral  deviate. 

The  public  must  realize  that  the  tangible  evidence  seen  at 
Burnside  is  but  half  the  story,  that  the  other  half  may  have  a 
setting  in  educated  circles,  in  wealthy  homes,  in  the  church  life 
of  a  country  community  as  well  as  in  the  lower  walks  of  life,  that 
to  have  a  clean  body  politic  you  must  develop  a  community  spirit 
that  recognizes  the  responsibility  of  everyone  to  some  extent  for 
conditions  that  are  allowed  to  exist. 


The  Psychiatric  Department 

The  mentally  defective  is  one  of  the  most  serious  of  social 
economic  problems.  From  everywhere  comes  the  same  story  that 
fceblc-mindedness  is  a  chiet  cause  of  vice,  misery  and  delinquency, 
and  that  the  present  public  provision  for  the  defective  is  utterly 
inadequate.  As  with  Tuberculosis,  so  in  the  attack  of  mental 
disorders,  prevention  must  be  the  watchword.  Many  of  our  cases 
respond  to  treatment  if  given  the  benefit  of  advice  at  the  right 
time  but  the  burden  of  feeble-mindedness  and  insanity  can  never 
be  diminished  except  through  education  and  the  doing  of  intensive 
Social  Service  Work. 

Many  of  the  cases  have  been  traced  to  alcohol,  syphilitic  in- 
fection, worry  and  faulty  environment.  In  the  majority  of  Juvenile 
Court  cases  mental  defect  was  the  main  factor.  About  two-thirds, 
of  our  delintjuent  children  come  from  homes  where  dirty  and 
poorly  ventilated  rooms  predominate.  How  can  there  be  a  thought 
of  beauty  in  the  mind  of  a  child  whose  vision  is  bounded  by  bare 
walls,  ash  heaps,  garbage  piles,  tilth  and  grime?  This  type  of  child 
is  shut  in  among  surroundings  which  sear  die  mind  by  suggestions 
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of  evil,  whose  ideals  of  truth  and  purity  are  warped.  As  a  result 
of  this  environment  our  reformatories  are  filled  and  criminals 
produced. 

This  Clinic  offers  advice  and  information  as  well  as   being  a 
clearing  house  for  the  more  pronounced  cases. 


Specl\l  Cases. 

Normal — This  is  a  case  of  a  10-year-old  child  who  was  referred 
to  the  Clinic  for  Feeble-Minded  by  the  Juvenile  Court  and  case 
diagnosed  as  "normal".  A  home  investigation  was  made  which 
disclosed  that  she  was  an  adopted  child.  Her  foster  mother  had 
quite  decided  that  the  child  was  insane  and,  in  fact,  did  not  have 
one  good  w^ord  to  say  for  her.  She  gave  a  history  of  disobedience, 
untruthfulness,  temper,  theft  and  laziness.  Further  information 
was  sought  from  neighbours  and  the  school  principal.  This  un- 
fortunate child  w^as  the  victim  of  ill  treatment  at  the  hands  of  her 
foster  mother  because  she  would  not  work  from  6  a.m.  till  8  p.m. 
You  may  ask  "Did  she  not  go  to  school?"  I  will  give  you  the 
answer  her  foster  mother  gave  me:  "There  is  no  use  of  sending  an 
insane  girl  to  school".  In  this  case  faulty  home  environment  was 
the  source  of  trouble.  This  was  overcome  by  placing  the  child  in 
the  hands  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society. 

Idiot  and  Epileptic — This  instance  is  that  of  a  child  7  years  of 
age  whose  parents  had  no  love  for  it  and  did  not  assume  any 
responsibility.  There  were  two  other  children  and  this  child  needed 
constant  attention  as  result  of  which  the  mother  saw  very  little  of 
the  outside  world  and  the  mental  and  physical  strain  of  such  a 
child  in  the  home  prov^ed  too  much  and  trouble  commenced, 
resulting  in  the  separation  of  the  parents  and  the  home  broken. 
To-day  this  child  is  in  Orillia  Asylum  and  an  endeavour  is  being 
made  to  unite  this  family. 

Imbecile — This  is  a  case  of  a  man  32  years  of  age  with  mental 
age  of  5  years.  His  weekly  wage,  when  he  worked,  amounted  to 
S2  per  w^eek,  but  he  said  he  liked  to  crochet  better  than  anything 
in  the  world.  A  few  years  ago  he  w^as  married  but  for  a  reason 
unknown  to  him  his  wife  lived  with  him  but  for  a  few  hours. 
Through  this  Clinic  he  was  placed  in  the  Reception  Hospital  but 
this  did  not  appeal  to  him  and  he  thought  he  would  like  to  become 
a  soldier.  He  has  never  been  able  to  fathom  out  why  he  had  not 
been  accepted.  Three  months  ago  he  again  married  having  know^n 
his  wife  tw'o  days.  This  wife  w^as  of  his  own  mental  capacity  and 
quite  illiterate.  They  lived  together  two  weeks.  This  case  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  Morality  Department. 
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Back'uvrd—'V\\i>  paiitiu  was  a  boy  of  15  years  of  age  whose 
home  environment  was  beyond  descriiui-  -n.  Father  was  in  England 
and  mother  insane.  This  boy  did  not  care  for  his  home  and  would 
stay  away,  one  or  two  week's  at  a  time.  His  schooling  had  been 
neglected  and  no  supervision  whatever  placed  over  him.  The  first 
step  was  to  break  up  the  home.  Through  the  Social  Service 
Department  the  younger  child,  0  years  of  age,  was  placed  with 
the  Children's  Aid  Society  and  the  mother  placed  in  the  General 
Hospital  waiting  confmement.  The  boy  was  taken  to  the  Working 
Boys'  Home  and  given  employment  from  which  source  excellent 
re{j<jrts  come  re  his  conduct  and  work. 

Insane — This  patient,  aged  14,  came  under  our  notice  in  June 
1915.  She  was  the  only  living  child,  four  having  died  as  result  of 
some  mental  derangement.  This  poor  child's  mother  could  not 
understand  why  she  could  not  learn  at  school  and  why  she  did  not 
enjoy  other  children's  company.  She  was  quite  content  to  remain 
at  home  playing  with  spools  and  string.  The  home  conditions  here 
were  ver\-  good  and  no  clue  was  discovered  from  this  source.  After 
a  mental  examination  and  Wasserman  blood  test  made,  which  was 
positive,  the  case  was  diagnosed  as  Juvenile  General  Paresis  of  the 
Insane.  A  short  time  later  she  was  admitted  to  the  Toronto 
Asylum,  where  she  died. 

Moron — A  sad  case  was  brought  before  our  Department  a  short 
time  ago,  that  of  a  mother  and  7  children  living  in  a  state  of  desti- 
tuticjn  in  a  very  poor  locality.  The  home,  if  it  may  be  called 
such,  consisted  of  5  rooms,  the  kitchen  being  the  only  room  which 
could  be  termed  as  furnished.  In  order  that  the  children,  the  oldest 
of  whom  was  15,  might  have  sleeping  accommodation  it  was 
necessar>'  that  three  should  sleep  in  one  bed  and  four  in  another. 
They  slept  crossways  on  the  bed.  The  father  of  this  family  was 
making  $9.00  per  week  and  as  he  realized  their  condition  attempted 
to  sell  "celluloid  articles"  after  hours.  With  this  he  had  little 
success.  The  parents  and  children  received  a  mental  examination; 
the  father  was  apparently  normal,  the  mother  was  a  moron  and  an 
alcoholic  and  the  children  all  mentally  deficient  of  an  imbecilic 
type.  The  obvious  settlement  for  this  famih'  would  be  to  send  the 
mother  to  the  Industrial  Refuge  and  the  children  to  Institutions 
for  the  Feeble-Minded  but  as  is  very  well  known,  these  Institutions 
are  already  overcrowded,  the  only  alternative  is  to  keep  the  family 
together,  to  provide  for  them  by  public  charity  and  run  the  risk 
of  more  imbecilic  children  being  born.

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PSYCHIATRIC  CLINIC 

The  wisdom  of  inaugurating  a  Psychiatric  CHnic  at  the  Toronto 
General  Hospital  has  now  been  well  proven.  All  hopes  entertained 
at  its  inauguration  a  year  and  a  half  ago  have  been  more  than  ful- 
filled. This  Clinic  has  been  a  clearing  house  for  the  mentally 
abnormal  of  the  city.  Cases  to  the  number  of  seven  hundred  have 
been  referred  for  diagnosis  and  advice  in  the  last  twelve  months. 
Nearly  every  social  agency  in  Toronto  has  appealed  at  one  time 
or  another  to  the  Clinic  for  expert  opinion  on  cases  that  presented 
peculiar  difficulties.  While  religious  organizations,  social  settle- 
ments, the  public  schools,  hospitals,  charitable  institutions  and 
industrial  homes  have  sent  patients,  the  Juvenile  Court  holds  the 
record  in  number  of  cases  referred. 

The  influence  of  the  Clinic  is  not  purely  local,  however.  A  body 
of  facts  concerning  feeble-mindedness  and  insanity  is  being  corre- 
lated that  is  already  being  quoted  in  various  parts  of  the  Dominion. 
These  facts  are  being  used  to  enlighten  the  people  of  Canada  to 
the  true  state  of  affairs  with  regard  to  the  menace  of  the  mentally 
abnormal.  Movements  have  been  started  in  various  quarters  since 
the  inauguration  of  the  Clinic  to  make  provision  for  the  proper  care 
of  defectives.  In  fact  the  records  of  this  branch  of  the  hospital  can 
be  looked  upon  as  so  much  ammunition  that  is  being  freely  used 
to  shatter  the  old  time  lethargy  in  properly  dealing  with  the  feeble- 
minded and  insane. 

One  other  point  deserves  mention.  The  majority  of  cases 
studied  are  those  of  children.  The  Clinic  has  found  incipient 
insanity  in  numerous  instances  among  the  young.  Preventive 
measures  are  being  used  to  stem  the  tide,  if  possible,  of  these  dread 
mental  diseases.  It  is  too  early  to  give  results.  The  work  is 
certainly  in  the  right  direction  and  is  somewhat  unique  on  this 
continent. 

Dr.  C.  K.  Clarke  is,  of  course,  the  mainspring  of  the  organiza- 
tion, and  is  the  last  court  of  appeal  in  all  difficult  cases.  The  great 
success  of  the  Clinic  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  energetic 
follow-up  work  carried  out  formerly  by  Miss  Clarke  and  now  by 
Miss  Keyes  of  the  Social  Service  Department. 

A  great  loss  has  been  sustained  in  the  temporary  withdrawal  of 
Miss  Clarke,  Dr.  Withrow  and  Dr.  Yelland.  Miss  Clarke  is  with 
the  University  of  Toronto  Base  Hospital  in  Europe.  Dr.  Withrow 
is  serving  his  country  as  medical  officer  to  81st  Battalion.  Dr. 
Yelland  has  accepted  an  appointment  as  resident  physician  in 
Queen's  Square  Hospital  for  Nervous  Diseases,  London,  England. 
The  Clinic  can  ill  afford  to  lose  the  services  of  these  workers,  who 
have  devoted  much  time,  energy  and  ability  to  the  cause. 

Histories  obtained  at  the  Clinic  are  carefully  typewritten  and 
recorded  by  Miss  Abbott  and  Miss  Williamson.  It  would  be  im- 
possible to  give  too  much  credit  to  these  faithful,  painstaking 
w^orkers.

The  surgical  diagnosis  and  Wasserniann  reports  show  a  sub- 
stantial increase,  the  latter  reactions  are  made  in  the  Bacterio- 
logical laboratories  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  subjects  that  have  been  of  special  interest  to  the  department 
during  the  following  year: 

(1)  The  Concentration  Blood  Test  for  the  early  diagnosis  of  incipient  endo- 
carditis and  subacute  bacterial  infection. 

(2)  A  series  of  cases  of  epidemic  cercbro-spinal  meningitis,  showing  proliferating 
intima  plus  thrombosis  with  organisms  demonstrated  in  intima. 

(3)  Two  early  cases  of  General  Paresis  of  Insane  with  demonstration  of  spiro- 
ehaete  pallidac. 

The  Clinical  Pathological  Conference  is  now  held  from  twelve  to 
one  o'clock  e\ery  Thursday.  At  this  Conference  interesting  cases 
which  have  come  to  autopsy  in  the  preceding  week  are  demon- 
strated macroscopically  and  microscopicalK'  on  the  epidiascope 
anfl  discussed  from  the  clinical  and  jialhoiogical  views  and  the 
findings  correlated  if  possible. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  work  in  this  depart- 
ment has  had  a  steady  growth  with  the  change  from  the  old  en- 
vironment to  the  new.  While  the  above  figures  take  up  a  small 
space  when  tabulated  they  represent  a  large  amount  of  careful 
and  diligent  work,  which  perhaps  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those 
familiar  with  pathological  work. 
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These  statistics  when  compared  with  other  hospitals  make  a 
very  excellent  showing  expecially  in  the  number  of  post  mortem 
examinations.  The  ratio  of  post  mortem  examinations  to  the 
number  of  deaths  has  increased  again  this  year  seven  per  cent.

Dear  Sir, — I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  you  the  Registrar's 
Report  for  1915. 

The  past  year  shows  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  treated  in  the  hospital,  namely  728.  They  were  distributed 
as  follows:  surgery  451;  ear,  nose  and  throat  119;  eye  37;  and 
obstetric  184.  Let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  ear, 
nose  and  throat  increase  was  the  more  surprising  when  you  re- 
member that  the  City  Order  Cases  in  children  had  been  stopped 
last  year.    Medicine  I  am  sorry  to  say  shows  a  decrease  of  63. 

Our  Typhoid  has  again  been  less.  There  were  76  cases  treated 
in  the  hospital  as  compared  with  97  treated  last  year.  Twenty-two 
of  the  76  were  of  outside  origin,  the  others  evidently  became 
infected  in  the  city. 

1  am  enclosing  a  list  of  the  more  interesting  cases,  as  I  did  last 
year  in  order  to  make  the  comparison  more  striking.

During  the  year  9,769  patients  were  treated,  of  whom  482  died, 
a  much  lower  death  rate  proportionally  than  the  preceeding  year- 
Autopsies  were  secured  on  246  cases  or  52%  of  the  number  of 
deaths,  a  record  which  is  very  creditable  to  the  House  Staff. 

In  concluding  I  w^ould  like  to  say  that  the  Department  is  being 
very  efficiently  administered  by  Miss  Walbridge  and  her  assistants. 
The  new  quarters  have  been  a  boon  on  account  of  the  facilities 
offered  to  the  students  and  physicians  w'ho  are  making  more  and 
more  use  of  the  histories  stored  in  this  department. 

The  details  of  the  report  I  beg  to  submit  to  you  in  the  following 
pages.
